Exoiting stories 
are told of the privateers that ran in, 
amidst terrible dangers, with provisions, 
and of the storms whioh threw welcome 
wood and ooric within reach of the be¬ 
sieged. The Rock at one time would 
surely have been taken liad it not been 
for Admiral Rodney, who, sailing off tho 
Strait captured a fern all fleet of Spanish 
war ships and merchantmen, and clear¬ 
ing the Strait of beseigors, brought his 
pnze into port. But all danger was not 
yet averted ; Gibraltar was again block¬ 
aded ; scuivoy broke out in the garrison 
and Morocco refused her harbor* to 
English ships. The enemy crept closer 
and closer to the fortress, hut relief 
coming every now and then enabled the 
English still to hold out. The bombard¬ 
ments were fearful to endure “The 
city was almost destroyed ; scarcely a 
house habitable, and those loft standing 
pierced by shot and shell.” At one time 
the desperate garrison fell to plundering 
the town ; Elliott shot the leaders in 
this outrage. The lone agony, full of 
terrific combats and frightful privations, 
ended by the final abandonment of the 
siege early in 1783. If in that year the 
English had to make up their minds 
that they must let go their American 
colonies,they had at least the consolation 
that Gibraltar was still theirs.— Harper'* 
for June.

expense it could In. admirably fitted up for 
a high school, It was about as convenient 
as most schools. It could be got for about 
one quarter its original coat, and at about 
one quarter the cost of a new school build¬ 
ing. There was no prettier spot in the 
Dominion for a school. It had also the 
advantage of having a teacher’s residence 
attached, which would he worth $‘200 per. 
year. The saving would be about $400, or 
the interest on the investment. Mr. Reave 
had been understood to say it would be sold 
for $3,000. There were six acres of ground 
attached, and a stone barn which wohld 
make *a tine gymnasism. If we did not 
purchase it the model school for the county, 
which received government and county aid, 
would bo located in Newburgh or Rath.

MAKING A HOME OF THE FARM. 

The farm as a home will have its gar¬ 
den and its orchard, for beauty as well as 
profit ; will have poultry and animals 
which poagteps other that a money value. 
The eye of the owner will be seeking 
vistas through the groves and forests, 
through which sun and shade may play. 
II he clears away the ancient trees, he 
will snare a copse hero and a tliicket 
there, for his very cattle will thank him 
for their shelter, and no passer-by will 
iail to admire the taste and forethought 
which, with the meadow of the ploughed 
field.retains the glories of maple or birch, 
or elm, or gnarled beech. 

Such things are coining even among us 
to have a value even in dollars and cents. 
With better roads, which are a crying 
need of our rural districts, a drive of four 
or five miles, or twice as ranch, is not 
always an evil. The purer air, the rest¬ 
ful quiet, the retirement for study, count¬ 
erbalance some of the conveniences of the 
village. The homestead with acres for a 
lawn, decorated with a stream which 
grows and changes with the seasons ; 
with groves that are rich in original 
treasures of the forest ; with something 
new always in the fields ripening for the 
harvest, and in the orchard as responsive 
to the ^se^son’s fashions as any Fifth 
avenue belle ; with poultry ,f and sheep, 
and horses, ami cattle, that welcome you. 
and are greatful tor your care—must be 
something more than ft shop or factory. 
Because Americans have had too much 
land, they have not learned yet, as the 
English in their restricted island have 
done, to count their trees and inventory 
watercourses, and make much of every 
hill and valley, every phase and vaiiety 
of scenery. Instead of degrading the 
farm more into a treadmill of compulsory 
labour, we need more and more to decor¬ 
ate it with the attractions of homo, to 
connect it with pleasures and culture, to 
bring out the boust features of its land¬ 
scape, the special beauties of gorge or hill 
or groyo or meadow with which nature 
has adorned it. The most Carless ohs r 
vers learn how venerable, graceful or 
sturdy trees designate an entire diatrict ; 
how a well-cultivated garden wins 
admiration ; how the very soil and air 
may tell that a farm has a man of taste 
and brains for its master. He has made 
his home there ; he has treated the acres 
in a kindly, generous way. lie has not 
gone at Ins farm as if it were a slave, to 
be abused and stinted, with the one pur¬ 
pose of giving it the least possible, while 
extorting the most from it.

Last year was a great year for wasps ;

Only let houaowives beware that they 
place not the chloride in their china pan¬ 
tries, or iu too close proximity to bright 
steel ware, or the result will be that their 
gilded china will be reduced to plain, and 
their bright steel fenders to rusty iron in 
no time. 


C* \NBERRIES ON PINE LAND. 

A grower gives the following experi¬ 
ence iu the Journal of Agriculture : 

‘ ‘Threo or four years ago I transplant¬ 
ed cranberry vinos from my meadow to 
one of ray gardens, which is plain pine 
land. They hove grown will and are 
loaded with ffiut. 1 had compromised 
with them if they would come and live 
with me on my land, ] would bring them 
their native soil, so that they would not 
suffer by emigration. 1 dug channels 
two feet wide, 20 inches deep and three 
feet apart. I removed the gravel and 
filled tho channels with muck from 
whence they wero to be taken. J took 
up the cranberry plants and set them 
deep iu their native element. They ap¬ 
peared to be perfectly contented 
in their new locality. They now 
occupy one squaro rod of 
ground, and are beginning to enlnrgi 
their borders. 1 keep the patch clear of 
weeds. Tho expense of this cranberry 
square rod was about two days, labor of 
one man, and one days’ labor for on 
hours’. The prospect now is that thi- 
cranberries will yearly pay the expense 
of their now settlement. Muck and ex¬ 
periments well directed will prove suc¬ 
cessful. 


HOW TO GET RID OF TREE STUMPS

C' \NBERRIES ON PINE LAND. 

A grower gives the following experi¬ 
ence in the Journal of Agriculture : 

“Three or four years ago I transplant¬ 
ed cranberry vines from my meadow to 
one of ray gardens, which is plain pine 
land. They hove grown wdl and are 
loaded with fFuit. 1 had compromised 
with them if they would come and live 
with me on my land, ] would bring them 
their native soil, so that they would not 
suffer by emigration. 1 dug channels 
two feet wide, 20 inches deep and three 
feet apart. I removed the gravel and 
filled tho cbaunels with muck from 
whence they were to he taken. 1 took 
up the cranberry plants and set them 
deep in their native element. They ap¬ 
peared to be perfectly con touted 
in their new locality. They now 
occupy one squaro rod of 
ground, and are beginning to eulargi 
.♦heir borders. 1 keep the patch clear of 
weeds. The expense of this cranberry 
square rod was about two days, lab-ir of 
one man, and one days’ labor for on 
hours'. The prospect now is that the 
cranberries will yearly pay the expense 
of their now settlement. Muck and ex¬ 
periments woll directed will prove suc¬ 
cessful. 


HOW TO GET RID OF TREE STUMPS 

Oeheral Cohpntt, of Georgia, in a re¬ 
cent address, gave the following two <Vay* 
of doing this :—To rernovo stumps from a 
field, all that is necessary is to have out 
or more sheet-iron chimneys, some four 
or five fewt high. Sot fire to tho stump 
and place the chimney over it, so as to 
give tho requisite draught at tho bottom. 
It will draw liko a stove. The stump 
will soon he consumed. With sovoral 
such chimneys, of different si/.os, the re¬ 
moval of stumps may be accomplished ai 
merely nominal labor and expense. In 
the autumn bore a hole an inch or two 
in diameter, according to the girth of the 
stump, vertically in the centre of the lat¬ 
ter, about eighteen inches deep. Put in¬ 
to it from ono to two ounces of saltpeter; 
fill tho hole witn water and plug up close. 
In tho ensuing spring take out the plug, 
and pour in about one or two gills of 
koroseue oil and ignite it. Tin,' stump 
will smoulder without blazing, to the 
very extremity of the roots, leaving noth- 
iug but ashes.
